Mr. Taft is so much of a Proxy that 
he does not venture to improve upon 
! his principal, 'even where improvement 
is easy and natural. 

Theodore Roosevelt will be remem- 
bered as a President who preached 
mightily against certain admitted 
wrongs, but who did not practiba over 
much. Like some other professional 
exhorters, he has been reckless of 
speech, careless of income and outgo 
and indifferent to ways and means. 
Mr. Taft may have statesmanlike ideas 
bearing on these points but he dees 
not venture to avow them. They are 
not included in his Proxy. 

There is need of real statesmanship 
at Washington. We are spending a 
thousand million a year. We are play- 
ing a strong hand in the war game. 
We are involved ten thousand miles 
away in colonial adventure. We have 
privilege and prostration. We have 
plutocracy and depression. We are 
giving the world a fairly successful 
j imitation of imperialism. 

But empires that endure have states- 
men, economist and financiers who 
look after resources and who note yfith 
care the state of the country and the 
welfare of the people. Imperialism 
must not rest wholly upon extrava- 
gance or upon epaulets and ribbons. 
Money must be had. It must be drawn 
from the people by taxation. If the 
people are to pay the taxes they must 
be prosperous, and if discontent is not 
to appear the imposts must be just and 
reasonable and not too severe a burden 
i upon the enterprise and industry. Ex- 
penditure must be wise. 

Much of our thousand millions of 
outgo is waste and worse. A spend- 
thrift government makes a spendthrift 
people. A large percentage of our tax- 
ation is laid rtiscriminateiy for the 
benefit of the favored interests. A 
government that shows partiality is in 
no position to establish comprehensive 
justice. A nation that wastes is sure 
to come to want. A government that 
! can do no more than denounce injustice 
is certain to be a failure. 

Since Mr. Taft has refused to discuss 
1 the important questions bearing upon 
business and industrial revival, the re- 
employment of the idle, the fairer dis- 
tribution of public burdens and the re- 
duction of the cost of living, it is 
gratifying to note the fact that Mr. 
Bryan promises to devote his first 
speech of the campaign to these prob- 
lems. The subject has been too long 
neglected by our public men. We 
have many talkers but few thinkers. 

Of sensation and denunciation we 
have had more than enough. There is 
need now of constructive statesman- 
ship, and every essay in that line is en- 
titled to respectful^consid&ration. 

If Mr. Taft aims to be president he 
should have some ideas on these highly 
important questions, even if they do 
involve criticism of Mr. Roosevelt, 
and he should express them fearlessly. 

If he is content to be a Proxy he will 
continue as he has begun, with eyes 
turned toward Oyster Bay and in a pos- 
ture of adoration.

Kentucky’s New Capitol. 

Kentucky’s new Capitol is to be fin- 
ished by the new Capitol Commission 
instead of by the General Supply and 
Construction Company, which has had 
the contract for the erection of the 
building, and work will begin today 
under the direction of C. M. Fleenor, 
superintendent of the building, on be- 
half of the State. The constructio 
company has been instructed to stay 
out of the building, has been threat- 
ened with the arrest of the workmen 
if they do not stay away and cease 
their efforts to work on the building. 

“The trouble arose over the refusal of 
the construction company to do certain 
work in accordance with the intsruc- 
tion of tiie commission.^ There were 
many small details connected with i,he 
completion of the building, and especi- 
ally the dome, that were not being 
completed in the manner prescribed by 
the Capitol Commission. At a meet- 
ing several days ago the architect was 
directed to take 1 the work ouc of the 
hands of the construction company, 
and at a meeting of the Commission 
Wednesday Mr. Fleenor was authorized 
to go ahead and complete the work. 
He has employed the necessary men 
and will rush the work. It will cost 
between $10,000 and $12,000.
